At the moment the gentle- 
man thought there were certain subjects 
that must stand in a grammar school cur- 
riculum. His list was as follows: Read- 
ing, writing, arithmetic, langu book- 
keeping, physielogy, natural philosophy 
natural history, history of the United 
States, geography, drawing. Entomology 
was referred to as important by legislative 
enactment. Spelling was ruled out as 
something that was merely a plague and a 
delusion. he subjects on the list were 
then taken up seriatim, the benefits and 
reasons for each being given. Drawing is 
valuabie as a means of expression. Indus- 
trial education can hardly be attempted. 

Miss Emily Rice followed on the above 
question. Ihe lady quoted preambies of 
several State constitutions, which make 
prominent mention of the necessity of gen- 
eral education. She found that the. school 
laws of 22 States and four Territories re- 
quire for a common school education, 
orthography, reading, writing, arithmetic, 
history of the United States and grammer. 
A large number make special requirements 
for physiology, and the effects of alcohol 
and narcotics, This last uirement is 
2 to the efforts of the W. C. T. U. 
Miss Rice argued in behalt of hand and 
sense training, and moral education, mak- 
ing character-building a prominent feature 
of school work.

Thievesand sav- 
ages are true to oue another, though against 
all others. With civilization comes a wider 
sympathy and régard for fellow-men. God 
plaeed man on the earth in a state of weak- 
ness. Men had to band together for com- 
mon defense. From this condition grew 
honesty, justice, temperance, all virtues. 

The schoolroom is an epitome of the 
world. It presents every shade of disposi- 
tion. In dealing with school offenses comes 
the rtunijy of moral teaching. Herein 
never allow the offeuse to appear as axainst 
yourself. Let it be seen to be an offense 
against the rights of others, and thus teach 
a moral lesson. We should h as man 
has progressed from the beginning. We 
may lay a foundation of moral character, 
leaving religious teaching for the church 
and Sunday-school.
